Lo s Angeles, April 27.—The three 
men accused o f co mplicity in the dy­ 
namiting o f the Lo s Angeles Times 
building here the mo rning o f Oct. 1 
last were- rushed into the co unty jail 
yesterday afterno o n, and in a few 
minutes had been bo o ked and put in 
separate cejls, thus ending the dash 
half way acro ss the co ntinent which 
fo llo wed their arrest. 
Hundreds o f 
peo ple cro wded abo ut the entrance to 
the jail, but were held back by a squad 
o f deputy sheriffs. 
When the ^priso ner who has been 
kno wn as James W. McNamara and 
who is said to hav e passed as J. B. 
Bryce in San Francisco , was ho o ked 
he gav e his middle initial as “B.” in­ 
stead o f “W,” and his o ccupatio n as a 
printer. 
Ortie 
E. 
McManigal 
was 
bo o ked as an iro n wo rker, and Jo hu 
J. McNamara, secretary o f the Inter­ 
natio nal Asso ciatio n o f Iro n Wo rkers, 
did no t giv e any o ccupatio n. 
J. B. McNamara and McManigal 
were taken fro m the Califo rnia Lim­ 
ited at Pasadena and put in an auto , 
which co v ered the ten miles between 
that city and 
the 
co unty jail 
at 
high speed. J. J. McNamara remained 
o n the train until Raymo nd statio n 
was reached, when he was taken o ff, 
put in ano ther auto and bro ught to the 
jail in the same manner, arriv ing o nly 
two minutes behind his co mpanio ns 
Large cro wds waited at the main sta­ 
tio n in Pasadena and at the Arcade 
statio n in this city to see the priso n­ 
ers, but the arrangements which had 
been made were kept secret and few 
knew ho w they were to be taken to 
the jail until they were rushed thro ugh 
In the waiting auto mo biles. 


Joked W ith the Officers. 


James B. McNamara learned Tues­ 
day that his bro ther was o n the train, 
but J. J. McNamara was in igno rance 
o f the nearness o f the fo rmer until 
they arriv ed at Pasadena, where he 
saw his bro ther and McManigal taken 
o ff the train. 
McManigal was in go o d 
humo r and jo ked with the o fficers 
when they had tro uble taking the 
handcuffs fro m his wrists. 
James B. 
McNamara, nerv o us, sullen and pro ­ 
fane thro ugho ut the trip, seemed °v en 
mo re nerv o us here, but lo o ked ques­ 
tio ners straight in the eye and seldo m 
answered their inquiries. 
After the 
men had been searched, weighed and 
measured and the co ntents o f their 
po ckets taken fro m them, they were 
lo o ked up. 
McManigal was put in 
cell No . 9, while the McNamaras were 
put in a tank until separate cells can 
be arranged. 
With the three men i j i 
jail dev elo pments o f the utmo st ini 
po rtance are certain 
within a few 
ho urs. 
Mrs. I). II. Ingerso ll will he 
taken to the jail to see J. B. McNu 
mara, anrf it is expected she will iden­ 
tify him as J, B. Bryce, a lo dger in her 
ro o ming ho use in San Francisco a fev . 
weeks prio r to the destructio n o f the 
Times building here and the sacrifice 
o f twenty-o ne liv es. 
She made the 
identificatio n at Pasadena as McNa­ 
mara was being hustled fro m the train 
into the auto . 
Acco mpanied by a 
wo man friend and a chauffeur, Mrs. 
Ingerso ll went to Pasadena a sho rt 
time befo re the train arriv ed. Ac Mc­ 
Namara 
appeared 
she 
exclaimed: 
“That's Bryce.” She did no t go to the 
jail, but to day she pro bably will do so 
and o fficially co nfirm her identifica­ 
tio n. 
Mrs. Ingerso ll’s expected identifies 
tio n o f Jim McNamara is o ne o f the 
mo st impo rtant facto rs in the co nv ic­ 
tio n o f the accused. 
Bryce, with two 
o ther men, bo ught 500 po unds o f dyna­ 
mite at Giant, Cal., early in Septem­ 
ber, to o k it away fro m the po wder 
wo rks in a launch; sto red a large part 
o f it in a v acant building in so uth San 
Francisco , and bro ught the remainder 
to Lo s Angeles. Part o f this was used 
in wrecking the Times building, and 
the remainder, it is asserted, in the 
Infernal machines placed in the ho mes 
o f General Harriso n Gray Otis, o wner 
o f the Times, and F. J. X. Zeehande- 
laar, secretary o f th£ Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ asso ciatio n. 
Three atto rneys already hav e been 
engaged in the defense o f the men, 
but no attempt has been made to o b­ 
tain writs o f habeas co rpus. The law­ 
yers are Austin Lewis o f Oakland, a 
pro minent So cialist; Jo b Harriman o f 
Lo s Angeles, also pro minent in So ­ 
cialism, and O. N. Hilto n, until recent­ 
ly o f Denv er. 
Whatev er legal mo v e 
they decided to make pro bably will be 
made to day.

At exactly the psychological moment 
Phillip launched his campaign for the 
control of railroad stocks, and for thir 
ty days there waged the great battle 
of the proxies, a battle no less bitter 
because silent, no less ferocious be­ 
cause unseen, no less relentless be­ 
cause there was no bloodshed.

No arrests have been made. 
The three individuals are charged 
in 'h e indictments with conspiring to 
violate the Elkins law. 
A maximum 
penalty of two year» in the prison and 
a $10,000 fine is provided by law. 
D R Hanna and D. T. McCabe are 
indicted on the charge of signing a 
contract under which the Hanna com­ 
pany is alleged to have promised to 
rebate to individual shippers the prof­ 
its of the Ohio and W estern Pennsyl­ 
vania company, which is also indicted.
